Incidentally, San 
Francisco Labor didn’t do us 
the courtesy of reprinting our 
piece of March 16 which raised 
the question. 


Selvin’s argument is that the 
“venerable editor of East Bay 
Labor Journal” believes that 
“special virtue attaches to the 
writing of editorials in the style 
that grandpappy used fifty 
years ago,” but that “times do 
change” and that in the “light 
of the blunt facts of modern 
propaganda, twentieth century 
journalism and life as she’s 
lived in 1956” an editorial 
should do as San Francisco La- 
bor does, which, according to 
Selvin, “writes the overwhelm- 
ing portion of its news inter- 
pretively, with a built-in-view- 
point,” with the result “that 
labor’s viewpoint is reflected 
from every column and every 
page of San Francisco Labor 
rather than from the isolated 
editorial column alone.”

YOUNG, ENTHUSIASTIC! 


We'll leave aside the refer- 
ences to the present writer’s age 
(born July 1, 1891) of which we 
can assume our friend is jeal- 
ous, since we were thus able to 
sit in on the Bryan-McKinley 
campaign, a real humdinger 
even in the memory of one 
then only 5 years old. 

The nub of Selvin’s argument 
is that by slanting the news in 
his paper he puts across regu- 
larly and faithfully something 
which he ealls “labor’s view- 
point.” . 

We do not have such a fix- 
ated elderly notion of what “la- 
bor’s viewpoint is.” Being still 
young and enthusiastic and liv- 
ing in a much more lively, 
youthful, and progressive at- 
mosphere than does the editor 
of any labor paper in the an- 
cient city across the bay, we 
think of labor as a lively grow- 
ing organism with many points 
of view. 

Some of those varying points 
of view we try to bring out and 
discuss in an annoyingly ener- 
getic fashion so that our read- 
ers will be stimulated to think 
about major issues confronting 
their movement. That is exact- 
ly the function of an editorial 
column, not merely to express 
some dead-as-a-doornail stand- 
ard attitude, but to bring up 
new. and disturbing points of 
view fermenting in a living 
movement.

“Labor’s viewpoint.” Which 
one: Meany’s? Beck's? Hoffa's? 
Brewster’s? Just name _ those 
four names and you get our 
idea about there being no 
standardized “labor’s view- 
point” which can be considered 
intelligently merely by having 
a “built-in” slant in your news 
columns. 

Editorially, we’ve made no 
bones about it: We’re for Meany 
in that particular scrap, and for 
Brewster, if his deeds live up to 
his words. That doesn’t mean 
we're always tamely for Meany; 
for example, we think Reuther 
righter about India than Meany 
is, and that’s an important 
issue. 

Another thing we're for is: 
real editorials in real labor 
papers!

Beck told the UP that “the 
agreement was approved by the 
old AFL, and I contend the 
merged AFLCIO has no right to 
interfere with an agreement 
signed under a_ constitution 
that no longer exists.” 
AFLCIO REPORT 

Under a two-column head- 
iine, “Council Meets May 1 on 
Teamsters’ Status” the AFLCIO 
News for April 21 gives the fol- 
lowing background of the issue 
on which Beck has been sum- 
moned to the executive council 
meeting: 

The 29-member executive 
council of the AFLCIO will hold 
a special meeting in Washing- 
tonton May 1 called by Presi- 
dent George Meany to consider 
the federation’s relationship 
with the International Brother- 
hood of Teamsters. 


The Teamsters union has 
Signed an alliance with the In- 
ternational Longshoremen’s As- 
sociation, expelled as racketeer- 
dominated from the AFL in 
1953. 


Announcement of the special 
parley came from Meany after 
a three-hour conference with 
Teamster President Dave Beck 
on April 16. 


“The entire matter will be re- 
ferred to a special meeting of} 
the executive council which I 
am calling for May 1,” Meany 
said after the discussion. He 
told reporters: 

“Tam not going to discuss de- 
tails. You know the _ subject 
matter.” 

DATES FROM FEBRUARY 

The “subject matter” arose in 
late February when it was an- 
nounced that the Teamsters 
through three of its regional 
conferences, planned to lend, 
the ILA some $400,000 to help) 
that racket-ridden union pay 
off most of its debts. 

At that same time, Teamsters; 
Vice-President James Hoffa 
announced that the ‘“mutual| 
assistance agreement” with the 
ILA would soon go into oper- 
ation. 

Immediately, Meany an- 
nounced that he had taken) 
steps to “ascertain fully all 
facts in connection with this 
matter.” 

“As soon obtain the 
facts,” he said, “I will take 
whatever action the circum- 
stances warrant, in accordance 
with the principles set forth in| 
the Constitution of the AFL- 
CIO.” 

ARRANGEMENT CANCELLED 

Presumably as a result of} 
that statement, the Teamsters} 
announced plans to call off the! 
arrangements for the loan. Re- 
porters found a number of 
Teamster local officials resent- 
ful of turning over the big sum! 
to the ILA, which planned to 
use most of the money to repay 
loans to John L. Lewis of the; 
Miners (unaffiliated).

Present, in addition to Meany 
and Beck were, AFLCIO Sec- 
retary - Treasurer William 
Schnitzler, Teamster Vice-Pres- 
ident Mohn and J. Albert Woll, 
who is counsel for both the 
federation and the Teamsters. 

The International Brother- 
hood of Longshoremen—char- 
tered by the AFL after the ex- 
pulsion of the ILA in 1953—has 
within the last 10 days urged 
the AFLCIO to act against the 
Teamsters because of its rela- 
tionship with the ousted ILA. 

Meanwhile, a New York judge 
sentenced one Mickey Bowers, 
a racketeering boss on the west 
side docks, to five years in jail 
and a $10,000 fine for failure to 
pay corporation taxes of $43,000 
in 1951. Bowers is secretary- 
treasurer of the Allied Steve- 
doring Corporation, and with 
his cousin Harold Bowers, is a 
dominant figure in ILA Local 
824.

AFLCIO Executive Council. 

The White Citizens Councils 
were launched in Mississippi 
folowing the Supreme Court 
decision outlawing segregation 
in public schools. They imme- 
Ciately became “rallying points 
throughout the South for the 
defiance of the Supreme Court 
decision,” the report noted. 

“There is a close link between 
these organizations and the 
drive to weaken and destroy 
trade unions,” the committee 
said. “Many of the members of 
the various committees of the 
Federation for Constitutional 
Government can be identified 
as anti-union leaders and spon- 
sors 
laws.” 

(The FGG is a combine of 
the White Citizens Councils or- 
ganized last December under 
what the report terms a “‘deli- 
berately misleading name.’’) 

The Civil Rights Committee 
warned that moves have been 
reported by White Citizen 
Councils leaders to form inde- 
pendent union centers and “to 
chop away union membership 


shoremen’s union created by} 
the AFL to end gangster con- 
trol over the dock workers. 

At that time, the Teamsters 
and Beck supported the new 
union, the International Broth- 
erhood of Longshoremen. Later, 
however, the Teamsters moved 
toward closer relationships 
with the expelled ILA. 

STAND UNCHANGED 

Beck, after the session with 
Meany, maintained that his po- 
sition remained unchanged in 
asserting that “a working, 
agreement with the longshore-| 
men... is not in conflict with 
the constitution” of the AFL- 
clo. 

The constitution, in Article 
IV, Section 6, provides that no 
organization which has seceded 
from or been suspended or ex- 
pelled by the federation or by 
an affiliated international un- 
ion shall “while under such 
penalty, be allowed represen- 
tation or recognition in the 
federation or in any subordi- 
nate body thereof, or in any 
national or international un- 
ions: or organizing committee 
affiliated with this federa- 
Wen 3..." 

In addition, Section 10 of 
Article II, which sets forth the 
AFL-CIO’s Objects and Prin- 
ciples, calls on the AFLCIO to 


“protect the labor movement) 


from AFLCIO affiliates.” 

“The pattern followed by this 
new Ku Klux Klan 
hoods is ominous in its resem- 
blance to the pattern of the 
growth of Nazism and other to- 
talitarian movements which fed 
on hatred and defied constitu- 
tional @democracy,” the com- 
mittee said. 

The committee recommended 
that the AFLCIO “maintain a 
relationship of cooperation” 
with the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored 
People, Urban League, Leader- 
ship Conference on Civil 
Rights, Jewish Labor Commit- 
tee and the National Labor 
Service. 

It also directed its staff to 
investigate organizations work- 
ing in the area of Mexican- 
American relationships, “an 
area neglected in the work of 
Civil Rights organizations.”

Robert S. Ash, secretary of 
the League and of the Central 
Labor Council, gave the figures 
on Lincoln’s voting record, said

To Gain Weight 


For many months a lot of at- 
tention has been directed to the 
problems of the person who is 
overweight and to the dangers 
of obesity.

More people are struggling 
in this condition than is gener- 
ally recognized. 


Insurance company records 
show 10 percent of persons 30 
years of age or over are below 
the desirable weight. Such peo- 
ple are at a disadvantage with 
regards to appearance and of- 
ten are not feeling as they 
should from the health point of 
view. 


“Underweight people are 
likely to have emotional prob- 
lems, tire more easily and re- 
quire more rest than they would 
if they had more energy and 
were up to weight. As a rule, 
they like low calorie foods and 
have dainty appetites which 
may have started in childhood, 
making it difficult for them to 
eat enough food at any one 
time.” 

To gain weight the calorie in- 
take must be increased. To do 
this an underweight person 
may have to eat more meals to 
cover the need for food and 
still not overtax the body. Be- 
tween meals and bedtime 
snacks are necessary.—Farmers 
Union Herald.

“We regard the ILO as a vital 
forum through which to pro- 
mote the cause of freedom and 
democracy in the world,” the 
Council said. It reiterated la- 
bor’s “full and unqualified sup- 
port of the ILO and of United 
States membership and active 
participation therein.” 


The Council urged Congress 
to enact Senate Joint Resolu- 
tion No. 97, which provides for 
an increase in the existing ceil- 
ing on the United States’ con- 
tribution to the ILO from 
$1,750,000 to $3,000,000. 

In addition, the Council 
called for passage of Senate 
Joint Resolution No. 117, which 
calls on the United States, in 
cooperation with other nations, 
to assume leadership in the 
campaign to abolish the use of 
forced labor and to support the 


‘adoption of a Convention on 


forced labor at the 1956 Con- 
ference of the ILO. 

“The AFLCIO believes that 
the failure of the U. S. Govern- 
ment to support the ILO both 
morally and financially would 
weaken the forces of freedom 
and democracy within that or- 
ganization and throughout the 
world. Active and energetic 
leadership and encouragement 
would, on the other hand, dem- 
cnstrate to the aspiring peoples 
of the world that America rep- 
resents mankind’s best hope on 
earth,” the Council said.
